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HERO  BORDER  GUARDS 

As  is  well  known,  at  4:10  Moscow  time  on  2  March,  the 
Chinese  government  organized  an  armed  provocation  in  the  region 
of  the  border  point  of  Nizhne-Mikhaylovka  (Damanskiy  Island)  on 
the  Ussuri  River.
